He 
and Mary fell in love, and two months later Mary left England with 
him. They travelled around Europe together. When Shelley's first 
wife died, in December 1816, he married Mary. 

Mary and Shelley spent the summer of 1816 in Switzerland, at 
Lake Geneva. They were very happy there. Another friend of theirs, 
Byron, was also staying at a house near the lake. It was a very wet 
summer. They could not go out for walks, or go sailing on the lake. 
So to amuse themselves, the friends told stories. Frightening stories 
were very popular at that time. Late one night, Byron suggested a 
game.

Mary's story was the best, and it became famous later as the book 
Frankenstein. The book was a big success for the young writer. 
People were very surprised that it was written by a young woman. 

When Mary Shelley wrote her book, she was living in 
Switzerland. She described the beautiful mountains, and the glacier, 
the 'Sea of Ice', in her story. These places are now very popular for 
holidays. But when she was in Switzerland, there were no trains or 
buses. It was not easy to travel through the mountains. It was slow 
and uncomfortable, and the roads were very steep. 

Mary Shelley learned a lot from her father's ideas and from all the 
books that she read.
